along with Pat Warner (who would be 
‘captaining the controls in the production 
booth) and Miles Nelson (who would be 
acting as director for the shoot the next 
day). At the meeting, we discussed the 
script that Bill and Gordon would be 
working with. Believe it or not, six min- 
utes of on-screen Bill and Gordon re- 
quired nine pages of scripting. 

With details of the script still being questioned (“Do we 
call him ‘Dusty’ or ‘The American Dream’ at this point in 
the script? Is Sam Houston a ‘rookie’ or a ‘newcomer’?), 
the production meeting continued over dinner and into the 
evening. 

Questions of linguistic detail are really more important 
than you might think. Wrestling fans who are familiar 
with The Great American Bash have to be provided infor- 
mation that they didn’t know before, while at the same 
time viewers new to wrestling have got to be filled in on 
the basics of what happened there, and on the situations 
leading up to those matches—and it all had to be done in 
six minutes! It’s a fine line to tread, and one that had to 
be maintained throughout the script. 

At 9 a.m. Friday, Bill, Gordon, and I arrived at E.J. 
Stewart. Bill and Gordon were brought into a dressing 
room where they could change clothes and receive their 
makeup. By 10:30, shooting began. 

The six minutes of Gordon and Bill were broken down 
into roughly 21 discrete segments, each of which required 
its own particular camera angles and lighting. Add to this 
the fact that several takes (sometimes as many as 12 or 
14) were made on each segment, and that the script was 
literally being rewritten seconds before shooting, and you 
have a rough idea of the general chaos and confusion that 
surrounded the shooting. When all the shooting was over, 
there were about four solid hours of dialogue, out of 
which six minutes would have to be chosen, 

Bill, Gordon, and I left that Friday evening, but the 
work on the tape was just beginning. John, Jeff, Pat, and 
Miles had to spend long hours in the production studio 
taking the best six minutes from Friday’s shooting and 
blending it smoothly with the match action tape from The 
Great American Bash. I’m sure any of those four could 
give you a bleary-eyed story about all-nighters at the video 
control boards, but that’s another tale for another time. 

Suffice to say, this is just a small glimpse at one 
dimension of producing a videocassette. If you multiply 
the events in this column by about 100, or maybe 150, 
you have a better idea of what was involved in bringing 
you Ringmasters and Lords of the Ring.

Here’s a hint for Part 1. WWF champion Hulk Hogan executes his favorite maneuver against 
former champion The Iron Sheik.

CHRIS MARKOFF 


At one time, Chris Mar- 
koff was one of the most 
hated wrestlers in the 
entire sport, competing 
in the AWA and feuding 
with such men as 
Bruiser, Crusher, and 
Verne Gagne. Now Mar- 
koff is taking his ring ex- 
pertise and lending his 
advice to a young Russian competitor by the 
name of Boris Zurkhov. Competing in the AWA, 
Zurkhov has targeted Americas champion Sot. 
Slaughter as his number one foe, and Markoff 


has gone on record as saying that he will not rest 


until the Americas beit is around his man’s waist. 


ANNY FERNANDEZ IS known 

throughout the wrestling world 
as “The Ragin’ Bull” (“That has noth- 
ing to do with the movie; it’s because 
I wrestle like a bull in a china shop, 
and my opponent crumbles like a 
piece of fine porcelain!’) ... Loves to 
brawl, but also possesses fine scientific 
skills and a superb aerial attack (“Peo- 
ple have said I’m fearless in that ring; 1 
guess they're right!” Though 
known mainly for his achievements in 
the World Championship area, he has 
wrestled throughout the entire world 
(‘Two of my favorite states are Florida 
and Texas” ... Held the Florida 
heavyweight title in the late ’70s, and 
feuded heavily with Dick Slater (“We 
had some cage match wars that had 
everything but napalm!”) ... His suc- 
cess in Florida brought him several ti- 
tle shots with then-NWA World cham- 
pion Harley Race (“A tough man and 
a heck of a wrestler; I really respect 
the man’) ... Wrestled in the South- 
west area in Texas, where he feuded 
with Gino Hernandez and Killer 
Brooks (“It was a loser-leave-town 
cage match with Brooks that brought 
me from Texas to the World Champi- 
onship area; | haven't forgotten, 
though, because one of these days I'll 
get even with Brooks’) ... One of his 
closest friends in the sport is Dusty 
Rhodes (“Nobody does it better than

The American Dream, daddy!) ... 
The team of Fernandez and Rhodes 
captured the NWA World tag team 
belts from Ivan Koloff and Don Ker- 
nodle (“4 still don’t like Koloff, but it’s 
good to see that Kernodle has taken 
the time off to get his head together”) 
... Defended the title successfully un- 
til losing the belts to Ivan and Nikita 
Koloff (“They’ve got to be the most 
ruthless team in the sport’)... Manny 
then teamed up with Thunderbolt Pat- 
terson to capture the National tag 
team belts (“Patterson is a great part-

When 
Ole and Arn Anderson won the belts

Sgt. Slaughter vs. Ric Flair: 


WA WHILE HIS PUBLIC voice is 
strong and vibrant, argu- 
mentative and ringed with author- 
ity, Ivan. Koloff’s private voice, 
used sparingly in the sanctum of 
his beautifully appointed home, is 
calm and foreign to his menacing 
visage, its edge softened by the 
familiar surroundings. 

Today, Koloff has good reason 
to be tame. In the morning mail 
arrived a telegram from Moscow, 
from a division sinister in its ano- 
nymity, titled “The Ministry For 
Overseas Protocol,’ commending 
Koloff and his nephew Nikita on 
their roles in a saga that has 
matched the strangest of bedfel- 
lows, those dual and overlapping 
worlds of foreign policy and pro- 
fessional wrestling. 

Although the telegram  con- 
tained but 15 words, its carefully 
arranged syntax boomed its mes- 
sage: Comrades Koloff & Koloff—

Stop— Your part in the Ric Flair-

edged—Stop—Blat will be forth- 
coming—End. 

The correspondence was 
signed by Major Alexi Dorbonov, 
who research showed to be noth- 
ing but an errand boy lost in the 
bureaucratic wasteland of the Po- 
litburo, but Koloff was quick to 
explain the real significance of the 
signature. 

“Dorbonov, da, is true, is but a 
hireling back home,” confessed 
Koloff. “But his signature only 
comes with approval from the 
heads. Soviet bureaucracy is very 
complicated, very symbolic. One 
word can be placed in a sentence 
to mean many different things.” 

The telegram, according to Ko- 
loff, exploded with approval. 

“The key to the message is in 
the word ‘blat.’ Blat is rarely used 
in correspondence. Moscow very

happy with Nikita and |. We are 
happy that they are happy.” 

Dr. Steven Balin, a specialist in 
Russian psychology, describes 
“plat” as “a reward system 
unique to the Soviet Union. The 
Russians have designed a system 
that appears to reward people 
without showing favoritism. Al- 
though the whole concept of re- 
ward as motivation for a job well 
done is essentially a capitalistic 
one, the Soviets attribute philo- 
sophic qualities to avoid the obvi- 
ous ideological conflict. 

“For the Koloffs to receive blat 
in such a way is incredible. The 
importance of the act cannot be 


- ignored. Obviously, the Soviets 


perceive a working combination of 
Slaughter and Flair to pose an 
enormous problem. For Overseas 
Protocol to handle the affair is 
very significant. And for Dorbonov 
to sign the telegram is very telling. 
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Obviously, the Russians have sur- 
mised correctly that professional 
wrestling is fundamental to the 
American consciousness.” 

What the Kremlin is grinning 
over, and what Nikita and Ivan 
Koloff will soon be reaping the 
benefits of, is the irreconcilable 
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feud that has developed between 
two of America’s most prolific pa- 
triots, Sgt. Slaughter and Ric 
Flair. 

Slaughter’s legend is already 
carved in children’s history books.

come by the label of nationalist by 
simply defending his crown 
against the awesome spectre of 
Nikita Koloff. Flair is the first to 
deny seeking the label of patriot, 
but, so labeled, he has accepted 
the responsibility with a champi- 
on’s grace and style. 

Several months ago, the rumor 
given the widest run in profession- 
al wrestling circles was that Flair 
and Slaughter were about to team 
up against the Koloffs. Such gos- 
sip caused a mild furor 10,000 
miles away in the Kremlin dome 
and resulted in the dispatch of 


dozens of clandestine letters and 
midnight phone calls concerned 
with how to prevent the formation 
of the Flair-Slaughter team. 

The damage having already 
been wrought, Ivan Koloff is proud 
in detailing his work during those 
tense months of the wrestling cold 
war. Koloff tells the story in a voice 
laden with irony and condescen- 
sion, as he attributes the downfall 
of the Flair-Slaughter combo not so 
much to the product of his own 
handiwork, but to the generally 
weak and consumptive nature of

O YOU REMEMBER wrestle- 

mania? Dolls and talk shows and 
press conference hype . . . Yeah, sure, 
a great deal of the excitement was cre- 
ated by the high-priced press agents 
contracted by the WWF. No, Mr. T 
didn’t exist, we can forget about him 
already. Cyndi Lauper’s in the studio, 
she doesn’t exist either. But Tito San- 
tana... 
Masses arrived at the Seventh Ave- 
nue lower lip of Madison Square Gar- 
den this past 3lst of March. Masses 
arrived, ignoring scalpers and _ filing 
into the damp crush accumulating in 
front of the main entrance. Sliverlike, 
hands checked carefully at their sides, 
the fans rolled toward the Garden 
gates like a multicolored Swanson’s 
dessert spilling over the tray. The snaz- 
zy programs with the black velvet cov- 
er portraits of Mr. T and Hulk were 
hawked incessantly, but the lucky man 
with a fin to spare who bought one 
soon found dozens of curious fans 
peeping over his shoulder. Among var- 
ious and sundry other commentaries, a 
universal reaction: ‘‘Tito vs. The Exe- 
cutioner in the first match? He’s had 
it, man! We probably won’t even get 
in there to see it by 1:30!” 

And most of them were right. Less 
than half of the sellout MSG crowd 
had the chance to squeeze into their 
seats in time for the first match. Few 
of them managed to catch King Kong 
Bundy’s nine-second performance in 
the second match either. But most of 
the Garden fans concluded that 
Santana’s opening-match role indicated 
a lousy deal in the WWF. Not only 
was Tito wrestling on the WWF’s most 
prestigious card in history before a 
crowd still looking for their seats, but 
his opponent was an “Executioner” 
persona, which, by one of the Execu- 


tioners own admissions, is a succession 
of any number of preliminary grap- 
plers alternating the privilege of wear- 


ing that neato mask and losing 
anonymously. 
Tito won handily, and nobody 


cared. At the time, Rick Steamboat 
and Junkyard Dog were nipping at 
Greg Valentine’s Intercontinental heels,

Wrestling 85 includes a “‘You De- 
cide’’ column that asks readers to an- 
swer the question, “‘Do valets have a 
place in professional wrestling?” 

Regardless of the response to that 
fan poll, it appears that valets will re- 
main a part of wrestling—at least for 
the immediate future. 

Two of the most prominent figures 
on the valet scene are Sunshine and 
Baby Doll. 

Sunshine was once valet to both Jim 
Garvin and Chris Adams, but now she 
has devoted her life to ridding wres- 
tling of such rulebreaking individuals. 
With the aid of such men as Billy Jack 
Haynes, Kabuki, Scott Casey, Hercules 
Hernandez, and Mike Von Erich, Sun- 
shine has waged war over the past year 
against World Class area rulebreakers 
such as Gino Hernandez, Mark Lewin, 
Killer Brooks, and even her former 
employer Adams. 

Nickla Roberts once acted as valet 
to Gino Hernandez in the World Class 
area, but she didn’t become a major 
force in wrestling until she became 
Baby Doll, Tully Blanchard’s ‘Perfect 
10.”

The Captain warned his wrestlers 
about the possibility of outside in- 
terference, but even with his rule- 
breaking background, there was 
no way he could have known 
what form that interference would 
take. And he certainly couldn't 
have covered all four sides of the 
ring to physically prevent the 
crimes from taking place. Scape- 
goat hunting is not in season. 

No, | don’t blame Capt. Lou di- 
rectly for those title losses. But | 
still think Windham and Rotundo 
would be better off without him. 

Capt. Lou Albano is a marked 
man and anyone who wrestles for 
him is going to suffer for that fact. 
The WWF fraternity of rulebreak- 
ing managers—including Blassie, 
Valiant, Mr. Fuji, Bobby Heenan, 
and Jimmy Hart—do not take 
kindly to members dropping out of 
their club and using their abilities 
against wrestlers in their stables. 
And that’s exactly what The Cap- 
tain did. Despite their apparent 
lack of decency, these men have 
a very strong sense of loyalty to 
one another. And if a man betrays 
that loyalty, he is expected to pay 
for it, either directly (Albano and 
Blassie were scheduled to meet in 
a steel cage match as we were 
going to press) or through his 
wrestlers. 

The word along the wrestling 
grapevine is that these two inci- 
dents are merely warnings of 
what could happen to any wres- 
tlers who associate with Albano. 
Things could get uglier. 

For their part, Windham and 
Rotundo are not the least bit in- 
timidated. They've been under 
similar pressure in the past. Soon 
after they began wrestling as a 
tag team in the WWF, Windham’s 
father, Blackjack Mulligan, a long- 
time rulebreaker in the WWF, 
turned fan favorite. It quickly be- 
came apparent that Windham
